EXTRACTS FROM A LECTURE ON 
THE TRUE RESURRECTION, BY 
REV. J. F. IRELAND, DELIVERED 
AT THE FIRST SPIRITUALIST 
CHURCH, SUNDAY, JANUARY 14, 
1912. 


* After considering any 
proposition from every point of view, 
the critical observer, and analytical 
mind, wil invariably decide that 
there is only one way to arrive at a 
proper understanding .of any question 
under consideration, and that is 
weighing carefully the evidence on all 
sides, and then subjecting them, with- 
out prejudice, to that divine attribute 
of the human mind, “REASON,” 
which is the co-partner of judgment. 

No person is capable of rendering a 
correct decision on any question if 


they allow preconceived ideas, or pre- 
vious opinions, to interfere with their. 
reason and judgment, No judge on 
the bench of justice is capable of 
rendering a judicious decision, upon 
a point in controversy, if his mind is 
biased, or if he has previously formed 
an opinion in regard to the guilt or 
innocence of the parties in the case. 

A true investigator of any subject 
is one who holds TRUTH at inesti- 
mable value, and stands ready to sacri- 
fice any previous opinion, or elaborate 
inductions, as soon as they are found 
to be erroneous. * * * Our educa- 
tion and knowledge are matters of 
unfoldment, and are always in har- 
mony and accord with the environ- 
ments and conditions under which we 
Obtain our experience, experience be- 
ing the only real teacher, therefore, 
your opinion and beliefs may be 
diametrically opposite to mine, each 
of us honest, conscientious, and truth- 
ful in our opinion; those opinions be- 
ing the outgrowth of conditions and 
customs under which we have been 
reared and educated * * * 

Among the Moslems, it is as great 
a sin for a woman to appear in public 

with her face exposed to view, as it 
would be for a woman to expose her 
entire person in public among us, and 
again in countries where the climate 
is such that clothing is not required, 
some people go entirely nude and think 
it no breach of etiquette. A Jew or a 
Buddhist thinks there is no greater sin 
than to eat swine flesh, while your 
conscience tells you there is no harm 
in it, so a Catholic’s conscience tells 
him that it is wrong to eat meat on 
Fridays or during lent, while most 
Protestants know no difference and 
eat meat one time as well as another. 
* * * Polyandria, that is a woman 
having a plurality of husbands, is 
practiced in some countries, and po- 
lvgamy in others, and those people 
believe it perfectly right, while you 
hold up your hands in horror at such 
a thing.

Jesus gave two tests by which to 
try those born of the Spirit: First.

Second. “They who are born of the 
Spirit, like the wind, go and come, and 
you cannot tell from whence they 
come, or whither they go.” Now let 
us apply those rules to Jesus after His 
resurrection. The various appear- 
ances of Jesus is enough to convince 
an honest observer that He did not 
bring His flesh up from the grave. 
Had His flesh been made alive, He 
would have been geen by the whole 
Jewish nation, and thus they would 
have been convinced of life and im- 
mortality, but He was not seen by all.

did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead." Acts X:4041. 

After that He appeared in another 
form unto two of them as ee walked 
into the country. Mark XVI:1 

Physical bodies do not change their 
forms like this text represents. Again, 
And it came to pass, while they com- 
muned together and reasoned, Jesus 
himself drew near, and went with 
them, but their eyes were holden that 
they might not know him, and he 
sald unto them, what manner of com- 
munications are these that ye have 
one with the other, as ye walk and 
are sad? Luke XXIV: 12. 

Again, And it came to pass as he 
sat at meat with them, he took bread, 
and blegged it, and brake, and gave to 
them, and their eyes were opened, and 
they knew him and he vanished from 
their sight.“ Mark XVI:20-31. 

There we have a record of Jesus 
fading, vanishing, out of their sight. 
Physical bodies do not fade, or vanish 
in that manner, But Jesus in his Spir- 
it body, as He gaid, you cannot tell 
from where they come or whither they 
go, and this very text proves that He 
had risen in a Spirit body.

Dr. Peebles in one of his works. The 
Rey, J. H. McCarthy, writing recently 
relative to the importance of erecting 
a suitable monument over the place 
where their bodies were interred, says: 
"On digging down into the charnel 
house it was found that everything had 
passed into oblivion. The shape of 
the coffins could be traced only by a 
black line of carbonaceous matter the 
thickness of the sides of the coffins, 
with their ends distinctly defined.

“Near the grave stood a venerable 
apple tree, by whom planted is not 
known. The tree had sent two of its 
main roots into the graves of Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams, the larger root had 
pushed its way through the ground 
until it reached the exact spot occu- 
pied by the skull of Mr. Williams and 
there making a turn as though going 
around the skull, it followed the di- 
rection of the back bone to the hips, 
here it divided into two branches, 
sending one along each leg to the heel, 
where they both turned upwards 
toward the toes. One of these roots 
formed a slight crook at the knee, 
which makes the whole bear a very 
close resemblance to the human form.

One of the greatest specula 
themes that has always filled 
man mind, is what condition aw 
man after the change called deat 
he continues to exist at all. 

That question has never been § 
factorily answered, until the last + 
cade, or if it has ever been, we h 
no satisfying evidence of it; tru 
have records that claim to ans 
the question. We have the history of. 
men that have lived in former ages 
that have proclaimed the truth of 
man's future existence, but all histor- 
ical records bearing on that point are 
obseure, mystifying, misleading, | 
unauthenticated, in fact all his 
until a recent date is more or less ù 
reliable. The cause is obvious, when 
we take into consideration the cond 
tions that prevailed, the unperfect 
facilities, both in writing and prin 
the tedious lator entailed, the 
amount of time necessarily expen: 

even to acquire sufficient education 
read and write, the difficulty experi-

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enced in procuring the necessary ma- 
terial, until a very conservative esti- 
mate would be that not one person in 
ten thousand but what was absolutely 
illiterate. 

Even the great and good Nazarene 
is not reported to have written any- 
thing, except in the sand with His 
finger. 

And again, the unperfected condition 
of the letters, which were scarcely bet- 
ter than the hieroglyphics of prehis- 
toric man, no punctuation, no division 
into words or sentences, making it next 
to impossible to correctly interpret 
what the writer had intended to convey, 
The writing was an extended line of 
symbols across the paper, or parch- 
ment, on which it was written. 

There being no concise or universal 
system among the nations, or tribes, 
each one in recording an historical 
event, did it more or less in his own 
peculiar style, using his own symbols 
or letters, if they might be so termed. 

One coming in contact with such 
a manuscript, and endeavoring to in- 
terpret or decipher it, being unable 
to always get the full meaning of the 
author, does it not stand to reason, is 
it notin accord with human nature that 
the interpreter, or translator, would 
fill in according to his own ideas 
and idiosyncracies, thereby probably 
changing the important meaning of 
the message? 

The historical records that have 
been handed down to us have been 
translated, and retranslated, and all 
religious records and those pertaining 
to man's future existence, have been 
revised and re-revised, pointed off into 
words, paragraphs, sentences and chap- 


ters, unti] the original authors could 
never recognize them as their own 
production. 

And again all the literature pertain- 


ing to religion is of the most sus- 
picious origin, and is the least reliable. 

We have no record of any nation 
calling together, and convening coun- 


cil after council to revise its history, 
selecting and keeping whatever suited 
them and discarding the balance. But 
such has ever been the case with 


sacred and religious literature. 

It is one of the traits of human char- 
acter to be more or less biased by self 
interest and prejudice, and if we notice 
that trait so abundantly exemplified 
around us today, it is no breach of 


trust, or treason, to logically con- 
clude that it existed in former days, 
and probably to a greater extent, 

Taking into consideration the fore- 
going facts, we need only to apply 
them to one of the numerous councils 
that have been convened to revise our 
sacred literature, to see that the rec- 
ords are unreliable, misleading, and 
unauthentic. 

For that purpose let us select the 
council of Nice, which was convened 
by Constantine, 325 A, D. (Constantine 
himself a full fledged Pagan Idol wor- 
shipper). The primary motive for call- 
ing together 2,048 bishops, priests and 
learned men was to settle the dispute 
between Arius, and Alexander the 
Bishop of Alexandera, relative to the 
divinity of Jesus Christ; Arius claim- 
ing that Jesus was a man the same 
as other men, liable to error, but 
divine on account of His spiritual na- 
ture and taught the Christ principle, 
while Alexander claimed that Jesus 
was consubstantial with God, was God. 

At that council there was submitted 
for the consideration of the 2,048 dele- 
gates, 50 gospels with which to settle 
the “Deity” of Jesus and select the 
canon of scripture. 

The first method of determining 
which books were to go into the canon 
was to place them under the commu- 
nion table and wait for them to jump 
upon the table, which resulted in 
mockery and a general quarrel. Then 
they decided to put the books to vote, 
but that only increased the differences 
and the disputes “waxed hot,” then 
they turned against Arius and de- 
ported him, and condemned his follow- 
ers, still the differences of opinions 
continued and no selections could be 
made. 

Constantine then acting as moderat- 
or began to dismiss the delegates until 
he reduced the number to 318; the 
records of that noted council shows 
that those 318 celebrates became in- 
toxicated, quarreled, and fought over 
the selection of a proper canon. Fin- 
ally four gospels out of the 50 was 
selected and canonized as infallible 
and true, that of Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John, that of Luke receiving a 
majority of one vote only. 

That noted council formulated anew 
liturgy for the Roman Catholic church, 
so if we take those four gospels and 
submit them to a number of subse- 


quent councils, finally to that far famed 
council of Trent, which convened in 
1547 and Jasted until 1565 (that coun- 
cid again revised the liturgy of the 
Roman Catholie ehurch), and again to 
the King James revision and transla- 
tion in 1611 A, D., we have the history 
of Jesus together with the balance of 
the religious history of the Christian 
faith and all they know about the 
future existence of man; no part of 
the Christian faith ever having been 
submitted to a scientific analysis or 
proof, but those unauthenticated gos- 
pels, Inconsistent translations and re- 
visions, have been looked upon as final 
and thus impeded the onward march 
of human progress. 

So, as stated in the beginning, there 
is no historical evidence that appeals 
to the thinking, analytical mind, until 
the last decade, when the mora) nature 
of man was submitted to an analysis, 
and a harmonial philosophy of man’s 
Spiritual nature was given to the 
world by Andrew Jackson Davis, The 
truth of his philosophy was demon- 
strated and verified by the opening up 
of communications between the two 
worlds, visible and invisible, in 1845 
by what is known as the Rochester 
rappings, and the introduction of mod- 
ern Spiritualism. 

During the last 64 years, so vast, 80 
painstaking, so critical has been 
the research into this alleged com- 
munication between the two worlds, 
until at the present time its au- 
thenticity is beyond denial. Mil-
